Treasurer Noland and His Friends 
Maintain That They Are 
All Right, 


But Their Report Does Not Set 
Aside Doubt. 


It Is Said Noland Is Short $30,000 and That 
Gov. Frasecis Bas It on the Programme 
te Remeve Him and Appoint Lon v. 
Stephens to Fill Out the Unexpired Term— 
An Examination of the Bend Shows That 
the Incumbent Placed Himself Under 
Obligations te Those Who Expected Big 
Favors. 


Through the heavy mist of mystery which 
has enveloped the conferences of Treasurer 
Noland’s bondsmen and State officials at the 
Lindell Hotel in this city, there beamed 
to-day a ray of i M\light, which re- 
vealed a deal of great political signifi- 
cance. It is said that Gov. Francis suspended 
Treasurer Noland with a viewto making this 
suspension permanent and appointing in his 
stead his faithful political friend, Lon V. Ste- 
phens. in the light ofthis explanation many 
things which appeared to be shrouded in mys- 
tery are made clear. 

Gov. Francis’ immediate friends are not the 
immediate friends of Treasurer Noland. In 
fact Treasurer Noland’s friends are princi- 
pally men who were antagonistic to Gov. 
Francis in the last campaign. Noland himself 
was originally opposed to Francis. If the Gov- 
ernor so desired he could have examined the 
treasurer’s books atany time without sus- 
pending him and thus the real purpose of his 
examination would have been concealed. He 
did not do that, however. He sus» 
pended Noland and then began the investiga- 
tion. This action ig constrned by posted 
politicians as meaning nothing less than that 
the Governor had no intention of reinstating 
Treasurer Noland, but Bad made up his mind 
to have Stephens take charge of the office 
when the investigation was com- 
pleted and irregularities disclosed? 
When ex-Gov. Morehouse and others of No 
land’s bondsmen learned of his suspension 
they immediately surmised what the pro- 
gramme was and that is why the conference 
was called. This also explains the refusal of 


Morehouse and others to talk about the case. 
The political phase of the Governor’s action 
was of greater importance than Noland’s rep- 
utation. If secrecy was maintained 
the breach might be healed, but if the facts 
were divulged it would be widened. In taking 
the action which he did, Gov. Francis unqués- 
tionably must have felt assured that he could 
disclose irregularities whieh would warrant 
Treasurer Noland’s mmanent suspension 
and the appoln wecessor. 


: THE LAW 
Notwitistanding. the which come 
from State officiais, the report is still tn circu- 
lation that there isa deficit of $35,000 in the 
Treasury and that the securities have 
taken steps to make up this amount. 
One of the sureties residing in this city is 
said to have paid, as his part of the pool, 
$7,000. The person who is allegedto have 
paid this, figured very little in the confer- 
ences had in this city. In fact, although 
stated that he had, ho did not attend any of 
them. The sureties in addition to making up 
and providing for the paymentof the alleged 
delinquency, are anxious to retain Mr. No- 
land in the office until the endof his term. 
This, perhaps, was the mission of Gov. More- 
house to Jefferson City last evening. The Gov- 
is not willing to agree to 
is said, and will not 
can help himeelf. He 
has already in view, as stated, Lon V. Ste- 
phens of Boonville for the position. Col. 
Stephens is on the Governor’s staff and was 
one of his ohlet supporters in his campaign 
for Governor. He was mentioned in connec- 
tion with the position of Treasurer both at 
the last and previous elections. He is also 
connected with’ National Bank of Boonville. 
The authority of the Governor in the matter is 
derived from a very vague section of the stat- 
ute of 1889, which proves that sbould 
the Treasurer fell to deposit the State 
moneys as required by law, or should ne 
draw out of any depository of the State funds, 
except as provided by law, he shall be sus- 
pended by the Governor and shall forfeit his 
office and the Attorney General 
shall take steps under the direc- 
tion of the Governor to have him 
removed by quo warranto proceedings in the 
Supreme Court. The Constitution, however, 
provides that the State Treasurer shall be re- 
moved by impeachment by the Senate. 


It Was Draw Poker. 


Under the beadings, ‘‘Suspended—Draw 
Poker Said to Be Responsible for a Deficit of 
$35,000, Which Bondsmen Have Made Good,“ 


the Governor’s personal organ this morning 
gives the following story: 

A Republic revorter got at the true tnward- 
ness of State Treasurer Ed Noland’s deficit 
last night in a conversation with one of Mr. 
Noland’s bondsmen from the State. It was 
the seductive influence of a ‘‘quiet little game 
of draw’’ that did it. There is nota word 
breathed against Mr. Nolard’s honesty or 
good intentions. It is merely the old, old 
story of a man handling the funds ofa cor- 
poration or State who has been drawn into 
the maeistrom of play.“ The following admis- 
sions were drawn from the gentieman, as 
with forceps: 

I received adispatch Saturday to come to 
St. Louis on business connected with Treas- 
urer Noland’s bond. It was froma gentieman 
not connected with politics to any extent so 
far as I know.’’

The Bondsmen’s Cenference. 


The course of the gentlemen who have been 
meeting In the city for the past two days, in 
regard to reported irregularities and the sup- 


osea shortage in the accounts of State 
easurer Ed Noland, has been either the 
greatest injustice ever done to a man, or an 
outrage on the people of the State of Missouri. 

It easurer Noland is gulltless of any 
wrong doing no man was ever so misused by 
his friends. It he % guilty the secretiveness 
of those in possession of the facts is most dep- 
recable. a 

From ll o“ eloek yesterday morning until 7 
o’ clock in the evenibg a number of men, some 
of whom are on Noland’s bond and others of 
whom were interested in the proceedings on 
account of their prominence in State politics 
and their business and political connections 
with the Governor, satin parlor No. I7 of the 
Lindell Hotel discussing the condition of the 
State Treasurer’s accounts. The persons who 
composed the meeting were: State Aud- 
itor Seibert, ex-Gov. Morehouse, Chairman 
O. OC. Maffitt of the State Democratic Commit- 
tee, Senator Plersoll of Kansas City, R. H. 
Kern, W. H. Phelps, E. D. Kenna and Jasper 
N. Burks. They were all aware of the fact 
that everywhere on the streets of St. Louis 
the inquiry was being made: ‘‘Is Treasurer 
Noland a defaulter?“ They were all aware that 
the suspicion that he was bad been aroused by 
their secret conference Sunday night. They 
knew, too, thatthe continuation of their mys- 
terlous meeting was strengthening the sus- 
picion. And yet the requests for an 
explanation were either ignored or 
meg with insuits. The doors of the room 
were locked and not opened except for belil- 
boys carrying in whisky. This flow of whisky 
to parlor No. 17 continued and there was a 
corresponding ebb of Noland’s reputation for 
official and personal honesty. 

The right of newspaper men to a statement 
which would relieve the public mind of sus- 
pense was not only not entertained by these 
grand inguisitors, but requests for informa- 
tion were rebuffed ih an insulting manner. 

When Gov. Morehouse was asked in justice 
to Noland or as a duty tothe people to make 
known what the condition or the Treasury 
was, he exclaimed that he guessed he could 
come to St. Louis on private business without 
being ‘‘hounded by reporters, could he not?’’ 

It was after 7o’clock last night when the 
conference at the Lindell Hotel broke up 
and the huge whis«y bill contracted was paid. 
The members of the conference dispersed as 
quickly as possible, and none of them, with 


N exception. r. would 
make any statement Whatever in a 
their deliberatians. It Mr. Maffitt’s account 
ot what occurred inthe meeting be full and 
complete the conduct of those assem bied is all 
the more reprehensible. Mr. Maffitt, when 
asked for a statement, offered the following 
explanation of the conference: 

From the best information Lean obtain 
none ot those gentlemen 2 any actual 
knowledge of the facts. he mopey of the 
State is divided into funds for specific pur- 
poses, and the appropriations to meet the ex- 
penses ofthe different branches and depart- 
ments of the State Government must, as the 
law provides, be drawn from those respective 
funds. According to the reports which I have 
heard In that meeting Noland has used the 
money belonging to one fund tor 
the purposes of another and through 
this deviation, from the prescribed 
methods of oe the money has got his 
accounts Into atangle. His bondsmen learned 
of this, and, fearing that they might be called 
upon to make geod an apparent deficit in one 
of the funds, they decided to hold a meeting 
to inform themselves of the actual condition 
of affairs and their legal responsibility.’’ 

Mr. Mafiitt said he was unable to give any 
figures as to the discrepancies which appeared 
between the amount im certain funds and what 
ought to be in them. In fact, the information 
he bad obtained was of spceh unsatisfactory 
character that he intended to go up to Jeffer- 
son City and learn the true state of affairs. 
He left last night for that purpose. 

The politicians and bondsmen seemed to 
think the matter under consideration was 
purely a private one. Mr. Morehouse pro- 
tested against ‘‘being hounded’’ to death by 
reporters. This was ungenerous. When 
Morehouse was a candidate for Governor and 
was a frequent visitor in 8t. Louis, when he 
wanted all the notices, interviews, personals, 
etc., etc. , that he could get the representatives 
of the — omy were too polite to protest 
qe „Being hounded.’’ 

H. Kerns, another bondsman, resisted 
any suspected attempt to get ‘his views. 
He seemed to labor under a misapprehension. 
He was asked concerning a fact of interest to 
every tax-payerin Missouri. The reporters 
of the daily papers who had had the expe- 
rience of listening to Mr. Kerns’ speeches 
through an affectingly hopeless congressional! 
campaign did not want his ‘’views’’ for 
either private or public use. 

BONDSMAN scorr's OPINION.

HOW A QUEEN EXIsTs. 


Daily Life of England’s Very Pull Ruler— 
© How She Manages to Pass the Time. 


Queen Victoria is a believer in early rising, 
says a London correspondent. In Prince Al- 
bert’s time tue royal couple had giways 
breakfasted, attended prayers with their 
household in the private chapel and taken a 
walk together round the grounds of the pal- 
ace before 9:30 o’clock, when the real business 
of the day began. Although not so strong and 
hearty nowadays as formerly, the Queen rings 


foracup of cocoa at 7 o’clock and rises an 
hour later. Breakfast is laid outdn the apart- 
ments of Princess Beatrice, with whom her 
majesty also lunches alone. ‘ 

At Windsor the morning is spent in signing 
state documents and generally studying state 
affairs, and if the weather be propitious the 
work is carried on out of doors under a tent. 
Like every good English woman, a 
dearly loves ber tea and partakes of the cozy 
meal in company_ with Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg and family, The afternoon Is 
tirely occupied with driving, 
riding, an exercise her Majesty is V 
relinguish, notwithstanding years. 
dinner bour is 9 o’clock, sometimes even 
later, just about the time the Sovereign's 61 
est grandchild, the Emperor of Germany, 
thinks of going off to roost after having dis- 
cussed avery simple supper with his family 
and friends. 

Fortunately no meal at the royal castles is 
ot long duration and dinner is dispatched 
in & wmercifully expeditious manner. If 
guests have been invited the Queen enters 
her drawing-room five minutes before the 
dour strikes and on the sound of the gong 
leads the way tothe dining hall. Soon after 
10 the party retire to the ‘‘corridor de con. 
versation,’’ and thejaugust lady addresses all 
her friends in succession, but does not remain 
with them much longer than half an hour, 
when she returns to her apartments to write 
letters or play duets on the piano with any of 
her daughters who happen to be staying with 
her. 

‘At Balmoral, ‘‘the dullest house on this 
earth,’’ according tothe late Lord Beacons- 
field, the monotony of existence is almost op- 
pressive. State business is, of course, con- 
ducted as at Buckingham Palace and Windsor 
in the early morning after which, more often 
than not, the whole party is forced to proceed 
on a country expedition in open iandaus, 
however vold the weather may be, not return- 
ing home until late in the afternoon or even- 
ing. Luncheon and tea baskets are, of course, 
taken in the carriages and the repast spread 
out in picniclike fashion in some sheltered 
nook. 

The Queen is particularly fond of sketching 
and, to the despair of her shivering and biue- 
faced ladies in waiting, will order her camp 
stool to be produced, and remain plante la, 
transferring the landscape to paper, while 
these unfortunate mortals stand round await- 
ing her good pleasure. Oneof her Majesty’s 
most pronounced peculiarities isan inordin- 
ate love of cold weather. Fires are her 
abomination, and she will enter the room 
where her people are assembled, suffering 
severely from the effects of those open win- 
dows, which are de riguer whenever she is 
expected, exciaiming, with provoking hilart- 
ty: What a lovely day! What a gomfort to 
see Jack Frost aguin!’’ 

It must be whispered that thec lady of 
the realm is not on all occasions the most 
considerate of companions. Beside her dis- 
regard for the feelings of others in respect to 
icy apartments, she is aparently unaware that 
her ladies in waiting are like ordinary mor- 
tals, capable of bodily fatigue. They must 
always be within earshot, always ready to 
reproduce the dally papers (from which every 
paragraph which might prove distasteful to 
their sovereign has previously been garefully 
removed), and to read aloud standing for anv 
length of time. French and German as well 
as English books are discussed in the 
presence of the royal circle after dinner, 
when the Queen is not feeling inclined for 
music, and woe betide the maiden who shows 
any sign of falling strength! Many ladies 
have, indeed, proved physically unequal to 
the task thus imposed upon them and have 
been dismissed without further ado. 

The Queen is, as may be imagined, a stern 
mentor in small matters as in great. Her dis- 
like tothe ways and manners of the moderu 
English woman is very evident and only 
recently has she allowed her ladies to indulge 
in such vanities as ‘‘fringes’’ or to disport 
themselves in ulsters or other outdoor gear 
displaying a masculinecut. Totrive a 35. 
cart was also, in her opinion, an essentially 
manly privilege, and the Princess Beatrice, 
who now revels in the pastime, had, be- 
lieve, a hard time to obtain ber mother’s per- 
mission to be seen thus demeaning herself 
anywhere outside the castle grounds at Bal- 
moral. . 

Victoria’s own costumes are ofthe simplest 
and her bonnets of antiquated fashion, while

the broad, almost forgotton shape of bygone

. A Cargo of Mummified Cats. 


From the London Telegraph. 

A consignment of nineteen and a half tons 
ofembDaimed cats from Ben! Hassan, Central 
Egypt, has just reached Liverpool. In this 


arcel there are remains of about 180,000 cats. 

hey were discovered by an Egyptian fellah 
employed in husbandry, who fell into a pit 
whicn, on further examination, proved to be 
a large subterranean cave completely filled 
with cats; every one of which had been separ- 
ately embalmed and dressed in cloth, after the 
manner of Egyptian mummies, all being sep- 
arately laid outin rows. Specimens of these 
have been taken by Mr. Moore, the curator of 
the Liverpool Museum, where they can be 
seen. The remainder are about to be em- 
ployed as manure. The Rev. H. H. Higgins 
and Mr. Moore fx the date of their interment 
at.2,000 years before Christ. A correspondent 
writes: . 
„The totem of a section of the ancient 
Egyptians was the cat; hence, when a cat 
died it was buried with all bonors, being em- 
balmed, and sometimes full decorated, and, 
in short, had as much attention paid to it as a 
human being. It had long been believed that 
a cat cemetery existed on the east bank of the 
Nile. and in the autumn of 1889 a lucky Egyp- 
tian, as stated above, found this ancient : 
burial ground at Beni Hassan, about one 
hundred miles from Cairo. Laborers were 
soon at work and dug out hundreds of thou- 
sands. Some were quickly sold to local farm- 
ers, and other lots found their way to an 
Alexandrian merchant, thence by the steamer 
Pharos and Thebes to Liverpoot, where they 
were knocked down at £3 18 9d per ton toa 
local fertilizer merchabt, The auction was 
only known to the ‘trade,’ but even the bone’ 
buyers looked nervously at the sample. The 
broker knocked the lot down with one of the 
cats’ heads for a hammer.

ST. CHARLES, Mo., March 4.—After delaying 
until s o’clock in the afternoon tor want of 
room in which to hold court, the justices 
took their seats yesterday afternoon and took 
up again the hearing in the case. Mr. Mudd 
then announced that he would be compelled 
to attend to the Grand-jury during the after- 
moon, but that Gov. Johnson would conduct 
the examination. Gov. Johnson took his 
seat at the counse! table and called Mrs. 
Mary H. Slatery. In a few minutes Mrs. 
Slatery came in, dressed in deep mourning, 
and took her place inthe witness chair. The 
crowd in the court - room gazed 
eagerly at her, anticipating some 
interesting testimony, and they were not 
disappointed. Mrs. Slater # testimony was 
given ina positive mann r, and some ot it 
was rather sensational. On cross-examina- 
tion there Was some resentment in both her 
tone and manner. Evidently she bad a deep 
feeling and it was not @ of friendship for 
Vall. She testified that 8 was a widow and 
lived at 8030 Clark avenue th ber two daugh- 
ters, Christie and Ursie. She formerly lived 
at 1722 Olive street. Mrs. Vail was the daugh- 
ter of the witness and was 23 years old on the 
19th of last May. She knows Chas. F. Vail, and 
as nearly asshe can remember fad known 
him for two years. At the time she met Vail 
she was living at 1722 Olive street, ana at that 
time Mrs. Vail was living with her. She did 
not know where he was livjng, but he said he 
lived with his father at Hamilton place. They 
were married in Mrs. Slatery's parlor by Father 
Brady. The night of their marriage they went 
to the Laciede Hotel, but Mrs. Vail returned 
home next morning and remained at home 
until the day of her death. At that time there 
was no publication of the bonds of matrimony, 
but they were published on New Year's Day. 


From July 10 to October 23, while 2 were 
living on Olive street, Vail called on hie wife 
two or three times a week and sometimes he 
stayed for a few minutes, sometimes until 
10 or ll o'clock, sometimes all night. 
At the time of the marriage Mrs. Sia ry 
urged him to tell his family about the mar 
riage, but he said that his mother would not 
consentto his marriage to anyone, and he 
Gidn’t want his family to know oe agg 
about it. After two or three months he 
would tell his mother, and then they would 

oto housekeeping. Two days later he said 

® bad a $1,500 deal on hand, and when that 
Was settled it would be all right.So far as Mrs. 
Slatery knew he never gave his wife a cent 
until October 2%, and then he gave her $2 to 
pay the darkey who helped move. They 
moved because Vail sald he would not live 
with them in flats, but it they would move he 
would live with them. Fanny and the witness 
selected the house and Val! saw the house and 
said he liked it, After that he only 
stayed three nights with bis wife. Vail 
did not pay any of the rent nor board for his 
wife. Sometimes Mrs. Vall seemed angry at 
the way be treated her, but then Vall would 
come to see her and she would seem to forget 
about histreatment of her. Vail came to ace 
her frequently, but only remained fora short 
while except the three nights referred to. The 
only time she knew of any angry words 
was on January 1, when the notice of marriage 
was published. Then he came to the house 
and was an about the publication. Mrs. 
Slatery said she did not see why Vail should 
object—tbhe notice should bave been printed 
long before. 

Mrs. Vall went to her uncle“ e farm on De- 
cember 31, remaining until Muuary 8. She 
returned home about7 o’clock.with Vall in a 
va. She eaid that he met her at the depot. 
Vall had left Mr. MoAtee’s place the day be- 
fore and she staid overa day. After supper 
they went out buggy riding.

She knew that an insurance man had called

They bad never thought 
about the insurance again, and did 
not suppose that she was insured. On Thurs- 


day night after the shooting Vall called on 
Mrs. Slate and she asked why no inquest 
was held. @ said that he thou no inquest 
was necessary, because the doctors knew all 
about it. Miss Christie then told him that she 

heard he had Fanny’s life insured, and he 
madenoreply. She told him also that she 
had heard that he had been en d for six 
months to another girl, and Vai said in 
reply that he would never marry . 

Mrs, Slatery testified that she exainined the 
overcoat Vail wore when she returned from 
the funeral, and saw no mud on it. 

The witness was then given over to Mr. Mo- 
Donald for cross-examination. Mrs. Slatery 
said In answer to questions that prior to the 
marriage of Vailand her daughter she had 
known Vail about two years. She knew that 
Vall had been married and divorced. Vail did 
not endeavor or wish to postpone his mar- 
riage,and didinotiat any time say to ber that he 
could not lawfully de married for five vears. 
Fanny and Vail went to see Father Brady 
about their marriage, but Fanny said it was to 
get a dispensation, but she knew nothing 
about any consultation with Father Brady con- 
cerning a legal limitation as to the time 
after which she could marry. She knew 
that in the conversation he told Fatner 
Brady that he supported his mother and 
sister and Father Brady said: ‘*Thank God 
for that; he will make you a good husband. 
That is what Mrs. Valf told the witness. She 
did not know tbat Vail did support his mother 
and sister and he did not give that as a reason 
for postpaning the marriage. 

Miss Fanny had beenthe principal support 
ofthe family. She was a detective employed 
on the street cars and made more money than 
any other member of the family. 

At fhe time of the marriage it was under- 
stood that Vail and his wife were to live apart 
for three months and when his $1,500 invest- 
ment was closed up they were to go to house- 
keeping. Mrs. Siatery did not xnow that Vail 
had lost the investment of $1,500, which was 
in Arizona, an irrigating scheme, with Judge 
and Julian Laughiin and a Boston syndicate. 
She knew nothing of this. she had heard him 
say something about a New York poultry con- 
cern which proposed to establish an agency 
here, and he said that when the agency was 
established he would be in a better financial 
condition. She could not tell whether the 
time of their going to housekeeping depended 
on these financial arrangements, because she 
could not place 

ANY CONFIDENCE 
in anything he said: She had liked Mr. Vall, 
but she tried to keep her daughter from mar- 
rying him, she admitted, but she had liked 
bim until he failed to support her daughter 
and did not treat her as he should.

Albers against 
the Merchants’ Exchange and Board ot 
Directors. Mr. Albers it will be remembered 
smoked on Change last year, during dus!

He was fined $50 bythe Board of 
Directors and on refusing to pay the fine he 
was suspended. He filed asuit against the 
Board of Directors to enjoin them from de- 


priving him of the rights ofa member. 
Judge Klein decided in favor of Mr. Albers 
and the Exchange appealed. Judges Seymour 
and Thompson, who write the decision given 
this morning, say: ° 

In the case before us the membership of 
the plaintiff was not absolutely forfeited; he 
was not definitely expelled, but only sus- 
pended pending the non-payment of the fine; 
but his suspension amounted to a dop- 
rivation of bis rights as a member. 
It was a summary method of col- 
lecting a fine imposed for a mere 


breach of discipline, and a method not 
authorized either by the charter or the rules 
and regulationsand prohibited by the prinot- 
ples of the common law. It was on this 
ground thatthe learned Judge of the Circuit 

ourt decided the casein favor of lainsiff, 
and we must affirm bis deolsion. The dg- 
ment-of the Circuit Court will according y be 
affirmed.’’

drafts on particular funds. The studi- 
ously vague explanations of these over- 
drafts refer sometimes to a Poker Fund 
not recognized by law. But the Treas- 
urer himself still declares to press and 
public that every dollar of the State’s 
money is safe in the Treasury, and that 
every dollar drawn therefrom has been 
paid out on lawful warrants drawn 
against appropriations. 

If his statement shall be found correct, 
and the trouble grows out of nothing more 
criminal than borrowing from one fund 
to pay warrants drawn against another 
fund, overdrawn in pursuance of awk- 
ward legislation, it will be a relief to the 
public to know that he is not guilty of any- 
thing worse than a miscalculation as to his 
ability to safely follow a law-breaking 
precedent. 

But confidence in his prudence and 
strict adherence to the law will be shaken, 
and the sensation of which he is now the 
central figure will fix attention upon the 
fact that he, a member of the State Board 
of Equalization, had to depend on rail- 
road influence to make his official bond. 
Such prominent railroad officials and 
attorneysas Louris Hovck, JoHn O’Day, 
W. H. Puetps, E. C. O’Day, Ep KENNA 
and R.H. KERNs, together with others 
less prominent, and members of well- 
known firms of railroad contractors, 
make up more than half ot the total 
amount of the bond. 

The list reads like a roster of the rail- 
road politicians most prominent in the 
Democratic organization andin railroad 
lobby work at Jefferson City. It suggests 
a suspicion that only a small minority of 
State officials would fail to respond if Mr.

The real fight, it is 
now stated in railroad circles, was on Gen. 
Winsiow, President of the company, for 
which office Mr. O’Day was an aspirant. He 
could not be weakened by a direct attack, but 
it is said was to have been displaced through 
his championship of Maj. Morrill, while the 
latter was to have been condemned on ac- 
count of General Superintendent Nichols. 
This is said to be the true point of the whole 
matter, though those connected with it de. 
cline to discuss it. 

AN AMUSING FEATURE 

of the final settlement of the difficulties came 
to light this morning, 4 great many people 
have allowed themselves to be impressed with 
the idea—and they are ordinarily intelligent 
people, too—that the Frisco offices and prop- 
erty in this city had been placed in charge of 
the Sheriff. A report to this effect was given 
currency last Sunday, with the statement that 
the company’s office and property was un- 


doubtedly in possession of an executive 
officer of the Circuit Court. In the 
amusing feature referred to is 


found the foundation for this revort. The 
O' Day resignation had been acceptedprompt- 
ly, and moving in the Roe building began im- 
mediately, a large number of books and a 
quantity of papers having to be transferred to 
other quarters. All 1 were anxious to 
get through as quickly as possible, and the 
work was begun late on Saturday and contin- 
ued into the night. A watchman, who had at 
one time been a constable, was engaged and 
was given instructions not to allow any one, 
not even the clerks, to go up-stairs. 
Afterthe work had been suspended for the 
night he bad a light in the upper stories, and 
moving about attracted attention. In re- 
sponse to calls made on him he was rather 
mysterious, and he was then at onoe set down 
as an executive officer of the Circuit Court. 
Monday morning he also made himself felt. 
About twenty of the clerks arrived half an hour 
early and he refused to allow them to go up 
stairs until time. ' 
MR. O’DAY’S SUCCESSOR 

as First Vice-President has not yet been 
chosen. The omce of General Counsel will 
r abolished, as since the creation 
of the office of General Attorney, and the ap- 
pointment of E. D. Kenna to tnat position, 
there is no necessity for the official of the 
higher sounding title, and no duties for him 
to perform.

THAT COAL CONTRACT, 

which was brought up by Mr. O'Day inthe 
POsST-DISPATCH yesterday as one of the 
charges against General Manager Morrill, 
with the statement that it was causing a loss 
of $100,000 a year to the company, caused 
something of a smile around the ‘Frisco 
offices. The contract is with the Kansas & 
Texas Coal Co., at $1.25 a ton, and amounts to 
$250,000 per annum. Hence, it is said, it 
would be impossible for the contract to de 
costing the company $100,000 a year too 
much. More than that, it is sated 
that the contract was apvroved by 
Mr. O’Day himself and sent East to be exe- 
cuted, accompanied by a letter stating that it 
was a good contract for the company, the 
very best that could be made. What has hap- 
ened since then is not Known. Mr. B. F. 
obart, President of the Coal Co., is an old 
acquaintance, and a very successful former 
citizen of Springfield, from which place Mr. 
O’Day also came. Mr. Hobart isa Kansas 
man, however, having gone from that State 
to Springfield, coming here from the latter 
Place, and at once establishing himself in 
social and financial circles. The Frisco con- 
tract with his company is said to be as low as 
any enjoyed by any other road in the country, 
except in cases where mines are opened up 
along the line of road.

THE SOMERVILLE CHURCH WAR. 


A Tribute te Rev. C. L. Rhoades for Resign- 
ing Bis Pastorate. 

BosTor, Mass., March 4.—When Rev. C. L. 

Rhoades, the plucky pastor ofthe Perkins 


Street Church, Somerville, took his place as 


presiding officer of the Baptist ministers’ 
meeting in Tremont Temple Sunday, cheers 
broke forth as a tribute to his courage in re- 
signing his pastorate because his chureh had 
given its approvalto Rev. W. A. Smith, not- 


withstanding the adverse report of the In- 
vestigating Committee. Subsequently, al- 
though no formal vote was taken 
on the subject, repeated plaudits greet- 
ed a reference to the moral courage of 
Mr. Rhoades in the course he had taken. 
Every one of bis clerical brethren felt that he 
had done just right, and most of them told 
hbimso. It was agreed that no formal action 
should be taken by the conference in the mat- 
ter, the entire sentiment of those present 
being in favor of the stand taken by Mr, 
Rhoades onthe subject. Out in Somerville 
the people talkin thesame way. The sup- 
rters ofthe Rev. Mr. Smith are glad that 
r. Rhoades has vacated the pulpit, for now 
they can have their favorite back again. 
The minority, which is about 200 
strong, also rejoices because it 
believes Dr. Rhoades has done what he ought 
in order to retain bis self-respect. The church 
willnow split. A neighboring Congregation- 
alist society has offered the minority quarters 
in ite church building, and no doubt the offer 
will be accepted before another Sunday. In 
the meantime the air in the congested dis- 
trictis full of anything but peace and good 
will, Crimination and recrimination are fly- 
ing back and forth, andthe hottest kind of 
warfare is waging. Social ostracism is be- 
inning to take the place of Christian 
ellowship. Members of the opposing 
factions do not speak as they pass by, 
and the infection is spreading outside 
the society into the community at large. The

A Large Number of Delegate in Attendance 
—Chairman Watson’s Speech of Wel- 
come—President Thurston Delivers a 
Lengthy Address, Eulogizing Speaker 

„ Reed andthe Republican Party—Candl- 
dates for President of the League. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 4.—It was long 
after 12 o’clock, the hour forthe assembling 
of the third annual convention or the National 
League of Republican Clubs atthe Amuse- 
ment Hall inthis city, when the delegates 
were called to order. The States’ delega- 
tions commenced to arrive shortly after 11. 
From that on until the assemblage was called 
to order, the members spent the 
time in admiring the beautiful decora- 
tions and doing some sharp political work 
for the next President of the 
organization. The convention, hall is the 
largest in thecity. It has seating capacity 
for 1,500 persons. The fronts of its double 
balconies have been tastefully and elaborately 
draped with flags, while the national colors 
elsewhere through the haN almost hide the 
walls from view. A layer of sawdust, two 
inches deep, covers the floor. When Hon. 
A. J. Watson, Chairman of the Local Execu- 
tive Committee, called the assemblage to 
order and made the dress of welcome, 
there were nearly six hundred delegates in 
the seats. At least one hundred more 
are expected before the convention udjourns. 
Among the delegations arriving late were 
those from Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and 
the far West. New York,Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts and Ohio were delayed by the floods, 
but reached this city this morning in safety. 
They were very weary after their long ride. 

CHAIRMAN WATSON’'S ADDRESS. 

Chairman Watson’s address of welcome was 
brief, but eloquent. He spoke as follows: 

**Fellow-oiltizens of the nation: brother Re- 
publicans of the Republic: It having been 
made my duty as chairman of the local Com- 
mittee, to callthis assemblage to order and 
introduce to you the gentlemen who will ad- 
dress you in bebaif of the Republicans of 
Tennessee, it affords me great pleasure, on 
behalt of my associates of the committee and 
the large-hearted citizens of Nashville to give 
you a most cordial and heafty welcome. You 
will ind here as warm-hearted, generous and 
hospitable people as there are anywhere on 
this broad earth. That you have chosen this, 
our rising and beautiful city of the ‘once 
South,” is evidence that peace reigns 
here where but a few years since 
was unhooded her blood hawks; that 
nationality now reigns supreme here 
where formerly . provincial sectionalism 


pent up apd bounded the scope of patriotic 
endeavor avd aspiration. I have said ‘the 
once South,’ for with the dispersion of the 
dark and dividing cloud that once lowered 
over this fair region, to still speak of a 
‘South’ as contradistinguished from a 
North,“ is a misnomer and a mischief 
breeder. There is no North, there is no South, 
or East or West to the true patriot, to the 
man who loves his oountry, its beneficent 
inetitutions, its rainbow banner of 
ight, its government, that governs so 
mildly that the steed of the people is uncon- 
scious of the-burden of his harness. Why 
should we, now that slavery has gone never 
to return, stillusethe jargon when no pro- 
ductof the soll, except cotton, distinguishes 
our agriculture from the farming results of 
other portions of the Republic? When in man- 
ners aud wentality, scholarly culture, religi- 
ous belief and industrial endeavor, there 
is manifested a homogenity that marks 
us as one nation, one people—the 
American people forever. The party whose 
principles you champion is the party of pro- 
«ress. In it is centered the enterprise and 
prosperity of the grandest nation on the face 
ofthe earth. To tne wise and beneficent laws 
formulated and passed by a Republican Con- 
gress isdue, ina great measure, the pros- 
perity of this section of our country to-day. 
The emoke from the furnace and coke ovens 
ascends {rom our valleys and the hum of the 
spindle is heard throughout this broad and 
beautiful land so rich in everything that con- 
tributes to a people's weal and happiness. 
Jam glad to welcome such a large number 
from wy native State, the grand old Key- 
stone, and I refer with pride tothe high pos- 
ition she has attained under Republican guid- 
ance. Republicans of the League, in fact, 
you represent the only nationai party exist- 
ingin the nation—the party that saved the 
nation by its courage, and will ever rule it 
with wisdom for the common good of all its 
divisions without distinction of race, wealth, 
color, or religion, regardless of obsolete 
points of the compass phraseology—for em- 
phatically, the Republicans are for the whole 
Republic. Again I bid you welcome, wel- 
come. 
Hon. G. N. Tillman, Capt. Wm. Rule, Editor 
of the Knoxville Journal, and W. G. Winstead, 
all of Tennessee, followed with brief ad- 
dresses, after which the Convention was 
turned over to President Thurston of Nebras- 
ka, who made a lengthy speech, of which the 
following is an abstract: 

MR. THURSTON’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Thurston began by saying that the clubs 
were orgabized for an emergency, and in the 
heat and enthusiasm of a National campaign, 
it seomed doubtful whether such organization 
could long survive the immediate necessities 
of their creation. In spite of this however,he 
believed the Republican League to be stronger 
now than it wasayearago. This condition 
he attributed chiefly to the work of Secretary 
Humpbrey, whose re-election he urged. 
„This league,’’ hesaid, ‘‘isthe Landwebr 
of the Republican party. Its organized, ac- 
tive, aggressive force is always ready; it can 
enter upon a political campaign at a mo- 
ment’s notice. [tis not intended that it shall 
take the place or antagonize the regular par- 
ty organization, but rather that it shall vo- 
operate with and, in some respects, be auxil- 


la to. 

The Speaker recommended the appointment 
of achairman for the sub-Executive Com- 
mittee to have charge of the work to relieve 
the President. He said that each club in the 
League should be — on a permanent basis, a 
club-room secured and regular meetings held. 
Political questions should be studied and 
discussed, and every effort made to dissem- 
inate valnabie information and increased po- 
litical knowlege.

are 60 evenly divided in present strength that 
whichever one secures a majority of the first 
vote at any aational election will most likely 
succeed. It is therefore most important to 
wit the young then to the Republican partv. 
The club should therefore be the Hepub- 
lican echool, bureau of information and town 
meeting combined. The league, 1 believe, is 
to the controlling political factor in 
the future of this country. It will 
not nominate, but it willelect Presidents. It 
ig*an Organization designed to make politics 
popular. It permits the participation of the 
masses in party affairs. It utilizes the entha- 
siasin of youth and the experience of age. It 
ig a matter for profound congratulation that 
the President of the United States is a 
Republican. His administration should 
be upheld and strengthened by the 
Republican League, and ask this conven- 
tion to indorse it by proper resolution. We 
rejoice to-day that we have a Republican Con- 
ress and that Tom Reed is Speaker of it. 
ig, brawny and brave, he cannot be bullied 
or bamboozied. When he refused to permit a 
minority either to rule or ruin he put an end 
forever toa pernicious practice.

‘*The speaker believed that much of the 
South was Republican to-day, and said that 
Tennessee was Republican ona fair count. 
It was bis belief that the ‘‘fearless men of 
the South will not much longer permit 
afew selfish political leaders to perpetuate 
their power against the honest wish and wil! 
ofthe majority. The chivalry which has suf- 
fered and done so much for Dixie will not 
long permit the denial of political rights to 
any man entitied to them under the constitu- 
tion of this country. 

He closed with a few words expressing con- 
fidence in the future of the party and ot the 
league. 

COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

The usual committees on order of business, 
resolutions, credentials and League work 
wore appointed, after which the convention 
took a recess to allow the various committees 
time to complete their work. This evening 
there will be a mass-meeting held in the 
public square at which addreases will be made 
by Judge Webster, Gen. Nathan B. Goff and 
others. The real work of the convention 
will be done to-morruw. A number of new 
candidates for the presidency of the 
organization have been sprung on the dele- 
gates, among them being Gen. N. B. Goff of 
West Virginia, and Edwin S. Stewart of Phila- 
delphla. A movement is also on foot to re- 
elect President Thurston and altogether the 
situation is so badly mixed that it is any one’s 
fight. The throng inthe city has taxed the 
capacity of the hotels and delegates are 
crowded together often as many as (K&K ina 
room. Tne hospitality of the citizens is 
marked by cordiality and heartiness. The 
Central Republican Olub rooms have been 
thrown open and generous entertainment is 
extended to strangers and delegates. 


Municipal Elections in Iowa. 


CnicaGco, II., March 4.—Municipal elections 
were held in several Iowa cities yesterday. 
The Democrats cleaned up everything in Bur- 
lington. In Oedar Rapids they elected the 
Mayor and enough Aldermen to make the 
Council a tie. At Clinton the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor defeated the Republican 
and Citizens’ candidates. The Creston 
Democrats have , Secured a majority of 
the Council. At Ottumwa the Re- 
publicans secured a majority of the 
Aldermen. Republicans at Conesville elected 
their candidate for Mayor—the first Republic- 
an ever elected to that office there. The Dem- 
ocrate captured the remainder of the ticket.

Clover, stating 
that there was no record of the 
payment of any personal taxes for the two 
years immediately preceding the school 
election of 1889 by John Sheahan, Patrick J. 
Kelly and L. D. Dozier, members of the 
School Board, and that therefore these gen- 
tlemen were not entitied to their seats. 

THE RETURNS INTHE CASES 
of those Involved in the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings were then handed in. E. W. Patti- 
son appeared for Bollman, whose return was 
the same as thatof the others, with the ex- 
ception that to it was appended an affidavit to 
the effect that his taxes had been paid. 
The returns of Rogers, Macklin and Bartholdt 
did not contain similar ,afiidavits, but 
each asserted his ability to filesuch a paper. 
Among the attorneys engaged by the de- 
fendants were F. M. Estes, W. A. Clark and 
E. W. Pattison. When the Boliman return 
was presented Given Campbell, on behalf of 
the State of Missour!, announced that he 
would file a demurrer, and after consultation 
the hearing was set for Friday, March 14, it 
being agreed that only questions of law would 
be considered. 
JURISDICTION DENIED. 

The following return was made in the case 
of William Macklin, which is identical with 
thatin the cases of Bollman, Bartholdt and 
Rogers. 

The State of Missouri, at the relation of 
Ashley C. Clover, Circuit Attorney of the City 
of St. Louis, State of Missouri, plaintiff, vs. 
William P. Macklin, defendant. 

Now comes William P. Macklin, respondent 
herein, and for return says: 

1. That this court has no jurisdiction to hear 
and determine the complaint as contained in 
the information. 

2. That the Board of President and Direct- 
ors of the St. Louis Public Schools is a body 
politic and corporate, duly organized under 
and by virtue of the laws of the State of Mis-

3. That by act of the General Assembly of 
Missouri, An act to establish a corporation 
in the city of St. Louis for the purpose of 
public education,’’ approved February 13 
1883, it is enacted that the said Board o 
President and Directors shall have power to 
judge of the qualifications, elections and re- 
turns of the members; to prescribe the time, 
place and manner of conducting the 
election of members, * * and shall have 
power to make all wiils, ordinances and 
abstracts for the government and manage- 
ment ot such schools and property.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Rates on Lumber From Mississippi River 
Crossings to Chicago. 


A. P. Brown, Joint Agent at Chicago, has 
issued a circular covering Mississippi River 
crossings to Chicago. When coming from Ar- 
kansas, Texas aud Louisiana, and territory 
east of the Mississippi and south of the Ohio 
Rivers, on lumber the rate is7 cents per 100 
pounds from East St. Louis, Hannibal, etc., 
and 9 cents from Cairo, excepting when from 


south of the Ohio and routed via East 8t. 
Louis, where the lines are allowed 6 cents 
from East St. Louis to Chicago. 

The O., B. & O. has issued a tariff on classes 
from St. Louis to stations on the road in Iowa 
and Missouri, viathe ‘‘K’’ line. The entire 
tariff covering the line from Burlington, Io., 
to Councll Bluffs and known as the main line 
of the Q. is a reduction of 33% per cent of 
the former rates. The tariff also includes 
Des Moines, the rates being the same as via 
the Wabash, and St. Jogeph and intermediate 
stations and various branches, all rates being 
based on the 60-cent first-class from Chicago 
to the Missouri River. 

A new tariff has been issued to points on the 
B., C. R. & N. Railway from Chicago and St. 
Louls taking effect February 28, copies have 
just been received.

How Four Yankee Naval Officers 
| Celebrated Washing- 
ton’s Birthday. 


Oommander McCalla and His 
Chums Indulge in Pe- 
culiar Antics. 


The Ten of Hamilton, Bermuda, Painted 
a Larid and Brilliant Red by Officers of 
the United States Ship Enterprise—A 
Raid on a Bevy of Pretty Waiter Girls— 
Commander McCalla’s Eulogy of the 
American Navy—A Grand Free Fight— 
Lots of Gin Cocktails and Champagne 
Put Away by the Merry-Makers—Gen. 
Hastinge’ Complaint to Secretary Tracy. 


New Tonk, March 4.—The Times publishes 
the following story under date of Hamilton, 
Bermuda, February 26: 

Washbington’s birthday as celebrated in the 
year 1890 will long be remembered by the Ber- 
mudians as well as by the Americans now 
wintering on these islands. Not because the 
hotels were patriotically decorated with 
American flags, nor yet because the stars and 
stripes waved all day long from the signa 
poleatthe Government House, but on ac- 
count of the peculiar antics induiged in o 
that day and the following by Command 
MoCalla and three other officers of the United 
States ship Enterprise, which arrived on the 22d. 
The seven or eight hundred Americans in Ber- 
muda were filled with curiosity to see the 
ship and her officers, and this was not abated 
when at 7 o'clock a telephone message was 
received atthe Hamilton Hotel ordering din- 
ner at 9 o’olock for Commantier McOCalila and 
three of his officers. An appropriate quantity 
ofchampagne was at once put on ice, and 
promptly at 9 o’clock the four officers arrived, 
having come down the harbor in their steam 
launches. They were Commander McCalia, 
First Lieut. Mulligan, Paymaster Mudd 
the surgeon. None ot them were in uniform, 
and the Commander’ was distinguishable only 
by a high siik hat of antique build. On 
their arrival in the hotel the  of- 
fleers did not take time to register, 
bat leaving their wraps on the office 
counter they strucka mathematical line for 
the bar-room wherea substantial foundation 
of gin cocktails was leid forthe lighter su- 
perstructure of champagne that was after- 
ward added in the dining- room. After the 
frugal repast Paymaster Mudd retired to rest 
and the other three left the hotel, presumably 
returning to their ship. It was not until the 
following day thatthe officers of the Enter’ 
prise proceeded to paint the Bermudas a 
lurid and brilliant red. Their first exploit was 
in the hotel where they returned to dine at3 
o'clock. Thesame solid foundation was laid 


us on the previous evening and the quantity 
of wine consumed atdinner was considered 
by the hotel folks phenomenal. Three o’clock 
was just at the close of the regular 
Sunday dinner hour and the four 
naval officers, still in civilians’ 
clothes, bad the big dining-room to them- 
selves. When the meal was finished tbere 
were not four happier officers in the whole 
American navy. Something drew the Pay- 
master’s attention to the rearof the dining 
room, where five or six windows open on the 
back of the hotel. There is a steep slope at 
the rear of the building, ending in the hard, 
white street fully fifty feet below the level of 
the dining-room. At the story next below the 
dining-room a narrow balcouy has been built 
to enable the waiter-giris to go from one part 
of the rear house to another, and over 
the door leading to the interior,is a smal! roof 
with a steep slope. This roof is immediately 
beneath one of the rear windows of the dining 
room. It was this window with the little roof 
beneath it that the paymaster approached, 
and when be looked out he saw going back 
and forth on the balcony a number ot the 
well dressed and exceedingly modest and 
WELL BEHAVED WAITER GIRLS. 

In an inetant he had the window raised, 
sprang out upon the little roof and slid thence 
to the baicony, a story below, where he 
found bimself in the midst of a 
soore of astonished’ girls. Commander 
McCalla, hearing the commotion, 
was about to follow the payinaster, 
but the head waiter took him in charge and 
tried to lead him to the dining-room door, In 
the course of the short walk, however, the 
Commander escaped, ran back to the open 
window before the head Waiter coul@ stop 
him, and in less than a minute nothing of him 
was visible but a disappearing pair of legs. 
He had followed the Paymaster’s example, 
leaped upon the roof and slid thence to the 
balcony below. The little ‘‘first luff’’ and the 
surgeon were at the time, according to all ac- 
counts, too much debilitated by the climate 
to take any interest in the proceedings. 
There was at first great commotion 
r the waiter giris, but they soon saw 
that their visitors were so fatigued with the 
labor of ‘‘coaling’’ that they were entirely 
harmless, so they only stood and taughed at 
them, and laughed the more when the com- 
mander rightly declared that they were all 
Yankee giris, as he could tell he sald ‘‘by the 
feeling of their arms. 

It was a dangerous leap to take and a 
slight mischance would certajniy have re- 
sulted in the breaking of either or both their 
necks on the rocks below. Blind luck, .how- 
ever, steered them straight anda squad of 
porters and other employes soon captured 
the officers and led them bya safe route to 
the front of the house, whence b 
1 direct course they soon  reache 
the bar room andcreated a fresh demand 
for in cocktails. They were soon 
joined by their brother officers and by seme of 
the guests in the hotet, and for several hours 
cocktails and champagne were mixed m a 
manner that could not but be perilous to the 
best interests of the American navy. Bottle

‘*You black scoundrel, I have 180 men under 
me on my ship, and do you suppose I am o- 
ing to be dictated to by a nigger,’’ was the 
commander’s reply. 

Going down the —＋ hill in front of the 
hotel the naval driver twice nearly overturned 
the vehicle, and the protests of the driver and 
shouts of the party made such a commotion 
that Fred, the boss of the hotel stables, 
ran out of his building in the street below and 
caught the horses by the bits. This was the 
signal for 

A GRAND FREE FIGAT 
in the street of quiet old Hamilton—or as 
near a fight as the exhausted condition of the 
naval officers would permit. The paymaster 
sprang out and ran to the front and struck tne 
stableman over the arms with bis umbrelia. 
The stableman very promptiy knocked him 
down. Finding the borses thus released, the 
commander tried to whip them overa low 
wall into an abandoned cellar, but the stable- 
man again caught them and the Americans in 
the party then interfered and dragged the 
officers from the carriage and held them while 
the stableman and bis assistants unbarnessed 
the horses. This left the party on foot, in the 
street, at least a block and a halt from the 
club-house. One of the American civilians 
scenting trouble from afar, at this stage with- 
drew in good order and returned to the hotel. 

But the other two,anxious forthe reputation 
of American naval officers abroad, remained 
on the fleld, aud each of them taking an officer 
on eltherarm the party started on foot for 
the club-house. Since Trinity Church build-

Commander McCalla 
was specially anxious to settle the difficulty 
at once by force of arms and exterminate as 
much of the Hamilton police force as showed 
itself, but the officer made a graceful retreat 
to bunt up the Chief of Police, and the ein- 
lans dragged and cvaxed the officers along to- 
ward the ciub house. The Royal Bermuda 
Yacht Club- house is a quiet and eminently re- 
spectable place in Front street, where civil- 
fans and military officers in Hamilton are 
FOND OF GATHERING. 
When the noisy party approached and made 
an effort to climb the stairs some of the mem- 
bers begged the civilians to take the 
officers away, but the naval gentiemen were 
determined to go in, and they succeeded in 
climbing the stairs, and n a half hour or 80 
swallowed brandy and sodaenough to make 
them docile, and a littie after 8 o’clock Mr. 
Conyers, the coal man, took them in charge, 
put them in their launch and hadthem taken 
across the harborto their ship, the officers 
marking the course of the launch by tne food 
they presented to the fishes. Before noon on 
Monday the Enterprise sailed for New York. 
On Sunday afternoon another officer of the 
Enterprise got into an altercation in the Prin- 
cess Hotel bar-room and was pitched out by 
several gentiemen whom he insulted, 
but thie fifth officer did not join the other 
four. The raid of the ‘‘Yankee’’ naval 
officers was, of course, the talk of the town on 
Monday. ‘‘An exceedingly lively body guard 
for a coi pse,’’ was the quiet commentof the 
roprietwr of the Hamiiton Hotel. Possibly 
he affair might have been allowed to die a 
natural death, butthat Gen. R. C. Hastings 
an American resident of Bermuda, announce 
his intention of sending areportto the Navy 
Department ofthe officers’ conduct and the 
report, which the department can hardly fail 
to notice, will go to America inthe same 
steamer as this letter. .

THE BERLIN DOCTORS. | 


REFUSAL TO RECOGNIZE MEDICAL DEGREES 
GIVEN BY AMERICAN INSTITUTIONS. 


The Dismissal of Six American Students 
From the University of Berlin—Opinions 
of Prominent New York Physicians—The 
Right of Restrictions for Admissiens to 
the Post-Graduate Course. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsratca. 

NEw YORK, March 4.— Dr. Alfred L. Loomis, 
President of the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine, being shown a dispatch from Berlin an- 
nouncing that the University of Berlin has 
decided to not recognize medical degrees 
conferred by American institutions, and 
giving the names of six American students 
lately dismissed from that university, said: 

„They have a right to put any restrictions 
they please upon their terms of admission to 
their post graduate course. Whetheg the 
action here announced is politic for 
them is another question. They 
seem to have merely determined to not allow 
American medical students to study there 
until they shall have proved their fitness. So 
far as American students are concerned this 
will not do them any harm. They ought to 
have preparation enough before going abroad 
to pass any entrance examination which 
European schools may institute for them.’’ 

Dr. Lewis A. Sayre of Bellvue Hospital 
Medical College said: ‘*‘The Berlin insti- 
tution must bave fallen off greatly 
if % has only six American [students 
to dimiss under this ruling. I should 
have supposed it would be nearer sixty or one 
hundred at this period of the year. The im- 
plication is correct that we have in America 
some poor medical colleges that might be 
vastly better closed up. We have others 
equal in théir modes, plans and ability to 
give instruction to any that I haye found 
abroad in any of their schools. If this news 
means that they merely propose to definea 
standard of fitness before admitting our stu- 
dents to a post-graduate course, isay Amen. 
It is their right and duty to do that, and any 
medical man would be willing to submit to it. 
Ifany is unwilling to go through that test 
he is 

UNFIT TO BE A DOCTOR. 

Jam not able to conceive that they mean to 
decline to take American students on dny 
terms. That does not seem intelligent or 
sensible. If they did take that ground it 
would be a great biessing to American 
students, for then they would stay home and 
learn something. As itis they cannot ina 
year pick upenough ofthe German language 
to get the delicate points of the lectures they 
go abroad to hear. Inthis city of amililion 
or more people, representing all nations, 
classes and types of disease, there are to be 
found allthe opportunities for clinical and 
didactic instruction afforded byany of the 
schools abroad.’’ 

Dr. Wm. T. Lusk, also of Bellvue, expressed 
the opinion thst the action announced by the 
dispatch in question might be merely a result 
of the Berlin University’s lack of accommo- 
dations for allthe students applying at the 
medical school. 

It may be simply a defensive measure, 
said Dr. tusk. [t they choose they have a 
perfect rightto protect themselves. We, as 
Americans, are so much protected that we 
can not import even a minister. What right 
have we to complain of this action of the Ber- 
lin University?’’ 

The president of the New York College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Dr. James W. Me- 
Lane, said: ‘‘It looks as though these dis- 
missed students had been engaged in some 
demonstration orprank which the authori- 
tles there deemed outrageous. If it means a 
wholesale and indiscriminate attack on the 
degrees of American colleges, thatis another 
matter. New York now offers to medical 
students all the facilities of instruction and of 
clinical demonstration that can be found any- 
where in Europe, and alithat are needed to 
produce practical and finished physicians and 
surgeons.’’ 

SCIENCE OUGHT TO BE FREE. 

Said Dr. Timothy F. Allen, Dean ofthe New 
York Homeopathic Medical College: It by 
this step they mean to prociaim that no 
Americans need apply they are at least very 
foolish. Science certainly ought to free. 
The student comes there toknowmore. They 
ought to welcome those who, having got their 
degrees in a hurry, are studying to make up 
for their deficiencies. New York, however. 
has become such a medical center, and has 
such clinical advantages that fewer men each 
year are leaving this country to complete their 
medical studies. In fact, I think New York is 
better forthat purpose than any European 
city. Foreign doctors and instructors are not 
so practical, so original, so ready with ex- 
pedients, so untrammeled by rules as Amer- 
loans. They are more theoretical and up in 
the clouds. Besides, as a class, foreign doc- 
tors have not the social standing of Amer 
ican doctors. The profession abroad is filled 
with men from the middle and lower classes, 
who go into it just to makea living. I would 
much prefer a son of mine to finish his educa- 
tion in New York than to take a post-graduate 
course in France or Germany. n the whole, 
Iam rather glad that they have taken this 
stand in Germany. It will keep American 
students here. It may bring Canadian and 
even English medical students to New York.’’

INFERNAL MACHINE BURGLARY. 


Novel Method of Work Adopted bya Car- 
roliton (III.) Safe-Cracker. 


A safe was broken open and robbed in Car- 


roliton, II., in a very peculiar manner last 


Friday night. The safe was the property of 
the United States Express Co., which is rep- 
resented in Carroliton by J. P. Morrow. Itis 
an old style affair and not very strong. The 
funds deposited in it have never been enor- 
and a better shfe has not been con- 


sidered necessary. 

Friday evening, as the office was being 
closed, a stranger entered and, producing a 

ackage which he sald was valuable, asked to 
save it placed in the safe overnight. He did 
not wish to keep it with him for fear of being 
robbed, and he knew of no other safe place 
forit. The agent placed the package in the 
safe, closed the door, locked it as usual and 
went his way. 

The next morning, Saturday, on opening 
his office Mr. Morrow discovered that he bad 
been robbed. The door of the safe was broken 
open. the lock was broken and the interior 
of the safe bore evidences of an explosion. 
All the money that was in the safe was miss- 
ing. An examination ot the wrecked strong 
box convinced those who first saw it that the 
explosive had been blown into the safe key- 
hole and the lock destroyed in this manner. 

The agent notified the agent of the United 
States Express Co. in this city and the infor- 
mation was spread to the police in various 
cities. The man who left the package for 
safe-keeping on Fridgy evening has not since 
been seen. He did not appearto claim his 
package. When this fact was fitted into other 
facts that further examination of the safe re- 
vealed the Express Co.’s detectives decided 
that the stranger was the burglar. 

The safe door was blown off, and the marks 
of the explosion were strongest near the com- 
partment in which the package had been 

laced. No trace of the package remained. 

here were not such marks as would indicate 
that the explosive had been applied directly 
to the lock, or that it had been blow in. 
There were po drill holes in the door. Plainly 
the explosive had been introduced before 
the door was locked. That was the 
only conclusion possible, and then the detect- 
ives came to the conclusion that the package 
was nothing more nor less than an“ infernal 
machine, 1. e. a box containinga quantity 
of explosiye and a clock so set that at a cer- 
tain time amatch would be lighted near the 
charge, which would, when the fire reached 
it, explode, demolishing the machine and 
everything about it. 

The stranger who wanted his valuable pack- 
age placed in the safe for security was the 
burglar or his confederate. That was the fur- 
ther conclusion reached by the detectives and 
his description as the agent could give it has 
been spread broadcast over the country.

She was 
bruised when she Came bere and brulsed when 
she left, butall her injuries were self inflicted. 
Miss Drury came here on Monday, February 
10. Ihavenotand do not suppose I will re- 
ceive a cent for the time she remained here. 
She became violent on February 14, demanded 
her liberty, and on being refused knocked her 
nurse down and smashed the stair door, 
breaking the heavy lock. She was over- 
powered by several of the nurses. In the 
middle of the night she became violent 
again. She screamed for Mr. Mi!burn 
to save her, and plunged and. kicked 
in such a manner as to render it likely that 
she would break her arms and legs. She is a 
woman 34 years of age, weighs about 175 
pounds, is well-built and powerful. Three of 
the nurses could not manage her, and I had to 
assist them.

A LOUISVILLE BANK EMPLOYE RUNS AWAY 
WITH $60,000. 


William H. Pope, the Teller of the Louis- 
ville City National Bank, Disappears—A 
Long Start on the Detectives—The Ab- 
sconder’s ‘‘Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde’’ 
Existence — Drink and Gambling 
Cause. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 4.—William H. 
Pope, Teller of the Louisville City National 
Bank, a trusted employe, a man of seeming 
good habits and a frequenter of the best social 
circles ofthis city, is gone. His absence at 
the bank yesterday morning at first excited 
no suspicion, as it was supposed he was at his 
sick sister’s bedsiae or in the country de- 
tained by the flood. When no word was re- 
ceived at 10:30 o’clock President James 8. 
Pirtle, Vice-President James 8. 
and Cashier W. 8. Parker became sus 
plolous. They opened the vault and a 
hasty examination showed that somewhere 
between $40,000 and $60,000 was missing. The 
missing money was all large bills. All the 
bulky gold and silver coin and small bills 
wereleftintact. It will require a careful e- 
amination to state the entire amount that 
Pope took with him. At first his friends 
would not believe that Pope had gone wrong. 
Shakings of the heads of the bank officials 
soon left 

NO DOUBT ABOUT THE MATTER. 

Detectives and friends began to search, 
thinking that possibly he was still in the 
city. He could not be found and goon the 
reporters discovered the bank robbery. 
As usual they furnished the detec- 
tives the first clew, and learned tbat 
Pope had left on the 7:55 train Saturday night 
for Chicago. It is supposed that he spent 
Sunday with his brother, Sam Pope, there, 
and left in the afternoon on the Grand Trunk 
for Detroit and Windsor, which he could have 
reached in safety by 10 o’clock Sunday night. 
He left the bank Saturday afternoon with his 
usual gentlemanly greeting: 

Good evening. It anyone wants me send 
to my room or telophone. 

He was wearing his overcoat. His hands 
hung carelessly at his side. It is thought he 
must have had the money then, as he could 
not have returned before taking the truiu. 

THE FUGITIVE TELLER. 

Pope is a native of this State and 88 years 
old. His father, Wallace Pope, resides eight 
miles out on.the Narrow Gauge Railroad. He 
entered the bank in 1881 asaclerk and was 
rapidly promoted. He was thought to be 
lose. He had been leading a Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde“ lite for some years, as many 
of his boon companions are aware. At his 
room he was an unusually quiet young gentie- 
man, and the only articles missing from there 
were a Bible and prayer-book which he must 
have taken with him. Ataroom on Jefferson 
street he freqently gave wine suppers to 
young men of his class and fast young 
women. He gambied and was known as a 
‘‘gucker.’’ He frequently was drunk over 
night, but was always at his desk promptly. 

SAFE IN CANADA. 

It is learned this morning that Wm. H. 
Pope, the defaulting Teller ofthe Loutsrvitile 
City National Bank, did not goto Chicago as 
atfirst stated, but left here Saturday night 
for Cincinnati where it is thought be took the

That Pope had been contemplating this move 
for come time is evident from the 
fact that for some days he had been accumu-

Grant 
Slaughter, State Agent for the Fidelity & 
Casualty Trust Co. of New York, which was 
Pope’s surety for $20,000, he had discussed the 
extradition treaty and the degrees of crimes 
for whichaman was extraditable, Mr. Pope 
holding that the new treaty was not*et in 
effect, not having been signed by representa- 
tives of the nations. All bank officials and 
clerks who handle money are requirea to give 
a bond. Pope had given his through the 
Ficelity & Casualty Trust Co. of New 
York for $20,000.

The bank officials state that the amount of 
the robbery is In round numbers $60,000, and 
they think that he carried that amount away 
with him. There ig a theory that the pecula- 
tions will be found to cover a period of sey- 
eral years and that Pope really carried very 
littie with him. This is denied by the 
bank officials, who say that bis ac- 
counts previous are all straight. 
They say that their syatem of checking pre- 
cludes the possibility of continuous stealing. 
However ignorant bis employers may have 
been as to Mr. Pope’s habits, it bas been well 
known among the boys, men about town, 
etc., that Pope has been going it pretty strong 
for several years, though no well-defined sus- 
picfon that he was doling crooked work, so far 
as has been learned, ever obtain even 
among the best informed of his associates.
